case  the  necessity  must  be  certified  to  by  a  Physician. 

And  it  is  a  further  condition  of  these  presents,  that  if  either  of 
us,  whose  signature  is  affixed  to  this  document.is  known  and  it  can 
be  proven  that  he  has  violated  the  agreement  herein  contained, 
he  shall  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  meeting  be  discarded  as  an 
associate.  Provided,  th^t  at  any  time  any  member  of  this 
Association,  who  may  wish  to  withdraw,  may  send  in  his  resigna. 
tion  at  any  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Association,  which,  provided 
he  is  in  good  standing  and  free  of  dues  to  the  Association,  shall  be 
received.  Andprovidedfurther,  that  no  member  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  resigning,  as  aforesaid,  until  after  the  period  of  six 
months  after  he  shall  have  become  a  member.

PREAMBLE. 


We,  the  undersigned,  anxious  to  promote  our  own  interests, 
mid  the  welfare  of  society,  and  to  engender  a  spirit  of  good 
feeling,  nmong  ourselves  and  our  friends,  and  being  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  a  concentrated  effort  to 
accomplish  the  above  ohject,  and  desirous  of  fwming ourselves 
into  an  Association,  in  which  Ave  may  labor  together  for  tlic 
■end  proposed,  have  framed  the  annexed  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  for  cur  regwlation  and  good  government. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  1. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
Dashawav  Association,  No.  15. 

ARTICLE  IL 
All  Members  shall  pledge  themselves  to  abstain  from  the  use 
of  all   or  any  Intoxicating  Liquors  whatsoever,  for  the  period 
of  six  months  next  after  signing  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICKKS. 

President,  2  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Standing  Committee  of  3,  Relief  Committee  of  Sand 
Investigating  Committee  of  3,  to  be  elected  in  the  months  of  No- 
vember and  May      The  elections  to  be  conducted  by  ballot.

F.T-F.CTION    or     ^^F,MIlRllS. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Asso'eiution  \>y  a 
two-third  vote  of  the  mciiibers  present,  after  havint^  been 
vouched  for  by  the  Standing'  Committee,  and  signing  the  Tlcdge  ; 
and  after  paying  an  Initiation  fee  of  one  dollar,  ha  shall  tlien 
become  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  other  members. 

AllTlCLE  V. 
This  being  wholly  a  Total   Abstinence  Association,  the  sub- 
jects of  Sectarian  Religion  or  Politics  are  strictly   forbidJen  at, 
its  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Fifteen  members  being  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  in  all  transactions,  not 
otherwise  directed,  a  majority  of  those  present  shall  govern. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  a  Regular  Business 
Meeting,  by  a  majority  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent thereat  ;  Provided,  no  amendments  shall  be  made  unless 
they  shall  be  laid  before  the  Association  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  read  by  the  Secretary,  at  least  two  Regular  Weekly  Meetings 
previous  to  being  acted  upon. 


p.  V-LAWS. 


SECTION  I. 

DUTIES  OV  OFFICEKS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presulcntto  preside  at  nil  meetings, 
and  preserve  order  and  decorum.  He  shall  bo  cx-otiicio  a 
tuember  of  all  Committees. 

SECTION  II. 

VICE-rUESIDENTS. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  First  Vice-President  shall 
perform  the  duty  of  President.  In  the  absence  of  both  the 
senior  officers,  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  perform  th€ 
duties. 

SP^CTION  III. 

SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  lifi^p  a  correct  Roll  of 
members,  and  record  the  proceedings  of  all  Meetings  in  Books 
provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  notify  all  officers  of  their 
election.  He  sliall  receive  all  moneys  of  the  Association,  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same, 
tie  shall  attest  all  orders  drawn  by  the  Standmg  Committee 
\ipon  tlie  Treasurer,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  appertain- 
ing to  his  office. 

SECTION  IV. 

ASSISTANT    SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Asssistant  Secretary  to  aid  the  Sec- 
retary, grnorally,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  in  his 
absence  to  perform  tlie  duties  of  Secretary. 
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SK(TH>N    V. 

TllKASrnF.H. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  'rrciisurer  to  receive  from  the  Sec- 
retary the  njoncy  of  the  Assoi'iutioii,  giviiifj;  him  his  receipt  for 
the  same.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  attested  by  the  Secretary,  lie  shall  also  keep 
a  eorrcct  account  of  his  transactions  with  the  Association,  and 
shall  report  the  same  at  the  first  Business  Meeting  of  each  and 
every  month. 

SECTION  VI. 

STANDINii    COMMITTKU. 

The  standing  Committee  shall  receive  nil  names  of  appKcants 
for  membership,  and  if  found  worthy,  present  them  to  the  As- 
sociation for  election.  They  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the 
funds  of  the  Association  ;  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer, 
either  for  the  expenses  of  the  Association,  or  for  the  relief  of  the 
Members,  not  otherwise  provided  for.  They  shall  only  have 
power  to  act  by  a  majority. 

SECTION  VII. 

KELlEr     COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Relief  Committee  to  receive  and 
entertain  all  communications  for  the  relief  of  any  Member  of 
the  Association,  and  they  shall  be  empowered  to  call  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  tiiat  only 
in  case  of  absolute  necessity,  wliere  time  cannot  be  allowed  for 
the  matter  of  relief  to  be  brought  before  the  Association  at  a 
Regular  Meeting.    A  majority  only  shall  have  power  to  act. 

SECTION  VIII. 

INVESTIGATING     COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Investigating  Committee  to  receive 
and  hear  all  charg  s  against  Members  for  violating  the  Pledge  - 
and  if  upon  examination  they  find  such  charges  can  bo  sub- 
stantiated, they  shall  be  preferred  in  writing  to  the  Association 
for  triaU  and  the  member  so  accused  shall  be  furnished  with  u 
copy  thereof,  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity  of  defence. 
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SECTION  I. 

nUTY    or   MHMUKUH. 

It  sluiU  he  the  duty  of  members  to  use  their  influence  to  bring 
into  the  Association  every  person  in  their  power.  It  shall  fur- 
ther be  their  duty  to  assist  those  inenibers  who  may  be  in  need, 
to  obtain  employment  for  them,  and  encuurat;o  civch  otlier  to 
the  best  of  their  abilities. 

SECTION  II. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  of  this  Association  without 
fear  or  affection  to  report  to  the  Investigating  Committee  the 
names  of  any  member  violating  the  Pledge;  Provided,  how- 
ever, they  shall  not  prefer  a  charge  whick  cannot  be  substan- 
tiated. 

SECTION  lit. 
Each  and  Every  member  shall  pay  the   sum  of  fifty   cents* 
per  month  as  dues. 

SECTION  IV. 

Any  member  violating  the  Pledge,  shall  upon  the  same  hav 
ing  been  substantiated  before  the  Association  be  expelled.— 
Any  member  introducing  the  subjects  of  Sectarian  lleligon  or 
Party  Politics,  shall  for  the  first  orfense  be  reprimanded  by  the 
Chair;  and  for  a  repetition  fined  $'5,  for  a  third  offense,  he  shall 
be  expelled. 

SECTION  V. 

The  regular  Business  meetings  of  this  Association  shall  bs 
held  on  Wednesday  evening  of  each  week.  Special  meetings. 
may  beheld  at  the  discretion  of  the  Associatioa. 

SECTION  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  at  a  Begular  Business 
meeting,  by  a  majoity  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
thereat ;  Provided  no  amendments  shall  be  made  unless  they 
shall  be  laid  before  tlr©  Association  in  writing  and  shall  be
